THE PRESIDENT AND THE TRUSTS, 


Commenting upon the active opposition of 
President Roosevelt against the trusts thie 
“Times” remarks, 

President Roosevelt, speaking at Proyince- 
town, where he laid the corner-stone of the 
| Pilgrim Memorial monument, observed that he 
‘had received countless requests and sugges- 
tions, both public and private, that he should 
do or say something to ease the situation. Deal- 
ing with these requests, he intimated very 
plainly that he does not believe the financial 
disturbance to be of his making. That dis. 
turbance, he points ont, is universal. It is felt 
on the Bourses of the Continent and on the 
London Stock Exchange jast as much as in 
New York. That is true, but it is not, taken 
by itself, a convincing argument. Every con- 
siderable disturbance is nowadays felt in all 
the great financial centres because they are 
closely connected and inter-dependent, while 
the telegraph renders movements practically 
simultaneous all over the world. In such cir- 
cumstances it is not easy to prove bey ond eavil 
that disturbance begins at any given spot, 
especially when, as at present, tradeis generally 
active, and everything i is working at high pres- 
sure. The rule is that every exchange places 
the origin of disturbance somewhere else, and 
tries to pose as the innocent victim of 
speculation in less cautions and well-ordered 
centres. The exact truth of the matter 
is difficult to ascertain, and most difficult of 
all when it suits New York to accept the 
blame which London and Paris are glad to 
throw upon it. Just now New York is pleased 
| to be regarded as the storm-centre because 
Wall-street finds it convenient to pass on the 
charge to President Roosevelt. If he cannot 
mathematically prove that other centres are 
just as disturbed as New York on their own 
account, he can atleast show cause for strongly 
suspecting this to be the case. Speculation has 
been lively in the Old World as well: as in the 
New. In both alike there has been a great 
absorption of capital by business. undertakings 
eager to make the most of trade activity while 
it lasts, and accordingly we may expect in 
both cases monetary stringency and a fall in 
the value of securities. It is worth remember- 
ing that there have been periods of stringency 
and falling securities before now, when there 
was no President proposing to deal with dis- 


|-honest corporations. We may therefore receive 


with considerable reserve the theory that 
President Roosevelt’s policy is responsible for 
things at least snsceptible of a totally different 
explanation. He hints not obscurely that the 
disturbance has been artificially increased in 
New York by the wealthy men whose alleged 
tnalpractices he attacks, in -order to get up a 
public scare at the prospect of reform. What 
we know of the ways of Wall street and of 
corporations cannot be said to render this 
theory wholly incredible. 

The President, at all events, announces his 
unwavering determination to continue in the 
course he has marked out for himaelf. He says 
it is idle to ask him not to prosecute criminals 
whether rich or poor, but he repeats as he has 
done many times before, that he entertains no 
hostility to corporations as such or to men of 
wealth as such. He declares emphatically that 
no vindictive action has been or will be un- 
dertaken, and that he intends to pursue his 
end of purifying corporation business with as 
little harshness as possible and with the 
greatest anxiety not to inflict undeserved 
suffering upon innocent stockholders. 

The Standard Oil Company has issued a cir- 
cular complaining that it is pursned with 
causeless hostility by the Government, that 
it is absolutely innocent of all the charges 
brought against it, that it is the victim 
of technicalities mercilessly used, and that 
the one grief of its manager is that half a 
million people interested in it are going to 
suffer. That sort of thing will no doubt have 
its effect ; but, if Mr. Taft and the President 
are right in believing that there is a great and 
general awakening of the public conscience, 
the moans of these interested parties will not 
seriously affect the course of affairs. It is at 
least significant in this connexion that those 
who leap from the Republican frying-pan will 
only land in the Democratic fire. Mr. Bryan 
goes further than Mr. Roosevelt, and proclaims 
absolute hostility to all big trusts, whether 
managed one way or the other. The American 
people will, no doubt, find means to sift good 
from bad, and to impo3e reasonable restrictions 
with nothing but benefit to honest enterprise.

CAIRO DRINKING WATER. 


As mentiond by us in a recent issue a deputa- 
tion visited the Regent and Sir Eldon Crorst 
to present a comiplairit against the artesian 
well water in Cairo, the principal points of 
which are :— 

That the water from the artesian wells is not 
“artesian” in the sense understood by all 
the world. 

That it is not hygienic as contended by the 
Water Company. 

That it is very detrimenta! to the health of 
the inhabitants. 

That it occasions many internal maladies, 
such as gastritis and enteritis, as well as 
diseases of the skin. 

That it weakens the body and causes it to 
lose its vigour. Its effeets are most noticeable 
upon women and children, and it bas certainly 
contributed in a great degree to the mortality 
which has not ceased to increase since the 
water has been in use. 


That it has a bad odour, a bad taste, and 
often changes in colour, for it is sometimes 
blackish, sometimes reddish and sometimes 
ereenish. . 

That it causes the hair to fall and to whiten 
rapidly, it destroys the clothes and_the white 
linen especially, and it strongly oxidizes metal 
utensils and renders their use very dangerous. 

It leaves a residue of lime in copper vessels, 
and destroys the soldering of lead pipes ; it is 
equally probable that it brings with it a 
certain quantity of lead, for numbers of those 
suffering from serious illnesses show symptoms 
in all points resembling those produced by 
lead on the human body. 

It is, in short, impossible to purify ‘n all 
ways the water in question, and to render it fit 
for drinking purposes, and the needs of the 
house, while its use in its present state greatly 
endangers the health and the life of the inha- 
bitants, 

As to the fact that the wells in question are 
not really “artesian” in a hygienic and medical 
sense, and that they contain many salts and 
residnes dangerous to health.

EXAMINATIONS IN ARABIC. 


On the 22nd inst. Mr. John Robertson asked, 
the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
whether he can now state what knowledge of 
Arabic is required of British officials under the 
Egyptian Ministry of Public Instruction and 
give the statistics of the examinations ; and 
can he also give any information as to the rate 
of pension and salaries payable to Native and 
British judges respectively, and ‘as to the 
inspectors appointed in the Slave Trade 
Repression Department in Egypt. (22nd 
August 1907. ] 

Secretary Sir Edward Grey.—With regard 
to the first Question, British teachers in Egyp- 
tian Government schools and British officials 
attached to the Ministry of Education are not 
required to show any proficiency in Arabic 
prior to their appointment. 

Appointments under the Ministry of Educa- 
tion, as in other branches of. the Egyptian 
Civil Service, are, however, probationary for a 
period of not less than one year or more than 
two years. 

With the exception of certain senior offi- 
cials, whose appointment depends upon the 
nossession of special technical qualifications, 
all British officials under the Ministry or 
Education are required to show proficiency in 
speaking, reading, and writing current Egyp- 
tian Arabic before they can be confirmed in 
their appointment or recommended for any in- 
crease of salary. 

Regulations instituting such an examination 
optionally were first enacted in 1898. In 1900 
the elementary examination was made com- 
pulsory, and an advanced examination in 
modern Arabic and an honours examination in 
classical Arabic were instituted. The com- 
pulsory clause in the regulations of 1900 is 
not retroactive, but all except four of the 
British officials to whom the clause, if retro- 
active, would have been applicable, have 
voluntarily passed the elementary examination. 

Only 12 of the British officials now serving 
under the Ministry of Education have been 
exempted as specialists from the obligation of 
passing the examination as a condition of their 
appointinent on the permanent staff; apart 
from these exemptions the regulations have 
been rigorously enforced. 

The advanced and honours examinations are 
optional, but promotion depends in a large 
measure upon an official passing at least the 
advanced examination. 

The number of British officials who have 
passed the tests during the last five years is as 
follows :—

The examinations are held in April and 


November, and officials who fail at one exami- 
nation are allowed to present themselves 
at any examination, subject to the condition 
that unless they pass the elementary examina- 
tion within the two years’ limit of their 
probationary service they become liable to 
dismissal. 

With regard to the number of failures at the 
elementary examination, 76 British teachers 
and other officials employed under the Ministry 
of Education passed the examination on 
presenting themselves for the first time, and 
22 on presenting themselves for the second 
time, whilst three who have presented them- 
selves once and one who has presented himself 
twice have not yet passed the examination. 

With regard to the second Question, in the

(Native) being entitled to salaries of L.E. 600 
and L.E. 720, vice-presidents (Native) to L.E. 
480 and L.E. 600, Native judges to L.E. 420, 
Native assistant.judges to I.E. 264, and 
British judges to L.E. 700. 


Similar courts were established in Upper 


Egypt in June 1889, presidents (Native) 
being entitled to a salary of L.E.420, vice- 
presidents (Native) to L.E.336, Native judges 
to £E300, Native assistant judges to L.E174. 

In 1893 the salariés of presidents in Up- 
per Egypt were raised to L.E.540, of vice- 
presidents in Upper Egypt to L.E.480, and 
of vice-presidents in Lower Egyptto L.E540. 
At the same time all the Native judges 
for both Upper and Lower Egypt were di- 
vided into the five classes existing at the 
present day. 

In 1903 the salaries of the presidents of 
Cairo and Alexandria were raised to £E800, 
and those of presidents in Upper Egypt to 
L.E.600, and of vice-presidents in Upper Egypt 
to L.E.540. 

In 1905 British judges were first appoint- 
edin Upper Egypt, and at the same time 
the salaries of British judges in both Upper 
and Lower Egypt were put oh the present 
footing. |

All these judges are entitled to pension, 

As regards the history of these salaries it 
appears that in 1876 the Grand Cadi and the 
presidents and judges of the Central Courts at 
Cairo and Alexandria were drawing their pres- 
ent. salaries. 

Before 1884 the presidents of the Central 
Courts were receiving salaries up to L.E. 144 
and the judges’ and muftis’ salaries up to 
L.E. 84. 

In that year the salaries of the presidents 
were raised to L.E. 144 to 240 and of the judges 
and muftis to L.E. 84 to 96. In 1907 the 
salaries of judge and muftis were raised to the 
present figure. 

In 1880 the salaries of jadges of the 
district courts were up to £E60; in that 
year they were increased to £E60 to 72; 
in 1891 they they were all equalised at 
£E 72; and in the present year the salaries 
of about half of these judges have been raised 
to £E120. 

As regards pensions as mentioned above 
the British judges of the Mixed Courts 
are not entitled to any. 

Six Native judges of the Native Courts 
are entitled to a pension, under the pro- 
visions of the Pension Law of Said Pasha 
Sey December 1854), at the rate of one- 
ourth of their last year’s salary after 15 
year’s service, one-third after 20 years, one 
half after 25 years, two-thirds after 30 years, 
and to a pension equal to their last year’s 
salary after 40 years service. 

Three Native judges of the N ative Courts 
are entitled to a pension, under the Pension 
Law of Ismail Pasha (11th June 1871), at 
the rate of one-fourth of their last year’s 
salary after 30 years’ service. 

All the other judges above-mentioned, viz. 
Native judges of the Mixed Courts, of the 
Native Civil and Criminal Courts, and of the 
Muhammadan Ecclesiastical Courts, and British 
judges of the Native Courts, are subject to 
the provisions of the Pension Law of 21st June 
1887. A judge who has entered the Govern- 
ment service under the age of 35, has served 
for 25 years, and attained the age of 55, is 
entitled to pension under this Law. 

The basis of this pension is the average an- 
nual salary drawn by him during the last three 
years of his service, and he is entitled toa 
pension at the rate of one-sixtieth of this 
average salary of every ear’s service. This 
pension cannot exceed either L.E.600, or three- 
quarters of his average salary. 

With regard to the third question the follow- 
ing officials were appointed to the Slave Trade

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REPORT FROM LIVERPOOL. 


We have received by mail’ the following 
cotton report from Messrs. Reynolds and Gib- 
gon, of Liverpool and signed’ by Messrs, 
Haywood and Co, 

So far back as January the Continent pur- 
chased winter futures against long dated sales 
of yarn, and this was persisted in until March 
and April, a considerable accumulation taking 


place. The effect of these purchases was to give: 


the opportunity for: those holding much low 
cotton to transfer. their hedges. from near 
months to more distant positions, where they 


have remained. The persistent demand : from }: 


the trade has kept up the relative price of the 
current month, as it came along, to a satis- 
factory premium over the distant hedges, per- 
mitting those who had held such distant cotton 
to sell to advantage, but those whose hedges 
remained in near cotton tendered their cotton, 
which has accumulated in the hands of a few 
houses. who are obviously hedged with -distant 
futures, this the Continental lock up represents 
the hedges of the large stock oflow cotton. So 


fox.thusis.all right and plain sailing, but the 


question. will shortly arise—how: soon will-the 
trade bégin to purchase low cotton ? It is be- 
lieved that the prices of low and good will nar- 
row as the new cotton comes to market, but 
this will be by the new declining relative to old, 
not the old advancing relative to new, and a 
decline in new will continue to keep the 
trade on the better descriptions and keep 
them off the old. This is irrespective of the 
fature course of the market as regards the size 
of the crop, and is based on the assumption 
that it will prove a fair average crop as regaods 
quality. 

There isa further condition, in that as this 
block of Continental futures is returned to the 


market as‘the contracts become exchanged: 


for actual cotton onthe other side, and has 
to be resold in competition with the sur- 
plus offers of hedges of such new cotton 


‘as may be bought by merchants who 


is there likely to come as actively to 
the point and buy them. This Conti- 
nental business we have referred to has- 
been practically supplied ont ot this crop 
although the yarn will be made out of the 
coming crop, thus unless the market can con- 
tinne to keep the demand ahead of the year, 
the 1907-8 crop will not need to be as large by 
the amount of this forward business as is 
calculated, to fully supply all the demands 
even of the present bloated number of spindles. 

When this year’s figures are made up we 
think it will be found that the world has put 
1,000,000 bales to stock this season at the 
mills, or out of sight, and that the antual out- 
put.of the spindles has been materially below 
the ‘year’s takings. Thus we reassert that: the 
oéming season will prove tobe a ten months, 
and not &twelve months, year, and compari- 
sona will ‘prove of no value whatever.

THE MEDITERRANEAN COMMAND. 


Commenting upon the appointment of the 
Duke ot Connaught to the Mediterranean 
Command “Al Watan” says: — 

“We were the first to note that the new 
Command created in a rather ‘mysterious way 
for the Duke of Connaught implied a political 
significance of grave importance as far as Egypt 
was concerned. We believed the Royal Duke 
might think of making his head-quarters in 
Egypt, and quite a considerable namber 
of thinkers shared with us that opinion 
although nothing official has been forthcom- 
ing to confirm it so far. It appears now 
that our view of the new Command was 
adopted in certain official quarters here and 
elsewhere, for we have private intelligence of 
the reliable species that some of the highest 
personages feel perturbed and ill at ease 
in consequence of the novel departure in 
British policy. Whether the Duke of Connaught 
is ultimately to make his central office in 
this country or to make his visits to it 
more frequent and prolonged, he is sure to 
take precedence in matters of rank and 
prestige. Furthermore, it is only natural to 
presume that if Egypt is to rank with 
Malta and Gibralter—both British posSessions 
of old—and to be under the constant ‘super- 
intendence of the King’s brother, she cannot 
remain within the pale of Turkish suzerainty 
for any length ot time. No wonder, ‘then, 
that the Porte looks askance at the new 
arrangement, or that the authorities in the 
Turkish capital seem alarmed as we were 
told by Reuter at the beginning of this 
week. Giice again we suggest, although we 
have no authority for the suggestion, that 
the new Command is not an innocent creation 
and -that Turkish rulers here and at 
Constantinople have ample reason for fear 
and calculation.”

LITERARY TREASURE TROVE IN 
ANCIENT EGYPT. 


Probably the oldest theological book in the 
world is the old Egyptian work known as “The 
book for the Dead,” though if the similar series 
of writings, known as the “Pyramid Texts” 
because first discovered incised and emblazoned 
upon the interior of the 4th and 5th dynasty 
pyramids at Sakkara, belong to another work 
they may be still more ancient. 

Vast as is the antiquity of the many chapters 
of “The book for the Dead,” at the time when 
the first great collection of them we know of 
was arranged by the priests, numbering about 
162 chapters, the work was already so old that 
some chapters had been lost or forgotten and 
consequently if such were ever discovered they 
had to be incorporated into the canon. Necessarily: 
such an interpolation ofan additional chapter 
wouldmake all the specimen copies usedby the 
scribes for engrossing these funerary writings for 
the many centuries during which the missing 
chapter had been omitted, impertect, and 
therefore some particularly cogent reason had 
to be given for the insertion of the restored 
texts. This would be the more requisite if the 
freshly introduced matter had been so long 
lost sight of that the esoteric meaning was 
forgotten, and consequently although for pious 
reasons the priests decided it must be rein- 
stated in the book yet its sentences were prac- 
tically unintelligible. | 

Now Egyptologists find that the reason as- 
signed for the restoration of chapters to ‘The 
book for the Dead” is always that they had 
been found again built into the walls or 
concealed in some part of a sacred edifice, 
and Professor Edouard Naville has recently 
in a lecture delivered at the ‘Society of 
Biblical Archeology” in London summed up 
the more important allegations as to the re- 
diséovery of various ancient writings in Pha- 


raonic Egypt. For instance, an interesting’ 


sdction of the ‘ Book for the Dead; is called the 
“Chapter of the Heart.” It gives words imagin- 
ed to beaspoken by the defunt to his heart when 
it is being weighed ini thescales in the Judgment 
Hall. Now in several papyri of the “Book for 
the Dead,” but notably in an 18th dynasty copy 
preserved at Parma, the following rubric to 
the Chapter is attached. “This chapter was 
found at Heliopolis on a brick (orslab) of 
the south (alabaster ?) under the teet of the 
Majesty of this venerable god, in the writing 
of the god himself, in the time of the Majesty 
of the King of Upper and Lower Egypt Men- 
kaura. The royal son Hordudef found it when 
on his way to inspect the Egyptian temples. 

Another papyrus states that the letters on 
the slab were engraved in pure lapis, and one 
adds that someone explained the contents to 
Hordudef and that he brought it to the King 
as something mysterious that no one living 
had ever looked at. 

The meaning of this rubric is that in the 
Heliopolitan temple, which we know was sacred 
to Thoth, the god of literature and writing, this 
chapter,supposed to have been his special com- 
position was, in case in the course of ages it 
should be lost, graven upon stone and hidden 


in the plinth, or base, of a statue ofthe deity, 


and there, when doubtless because of its 
decay or to protect the statue while the 
temple was being renovated the figure 
was removed, it was found as its origin- 
al depositors hoped it {would be. As 
Menkaura was an early 4th dynasty Pharaoh, 
the era at which, before his time, the chap- 
ter had been hidden away, permitting: a 
sufficient period to elapse for its having 
been forgatten when we known that the 
sacred writings .were almost as carefully 
cherished and preserved as by the Hebrews; 
must left to the imagination. The statue 
of Thoth would in the old temple of 
Heliopolis probably be in a small or most 
sacred chapel, or shrine, in the interior of 
the edifice, and it is possible that the 
adytum or most sacred enclosure of other 
temples, if they had therein a statue of 
the chief deity, would be found, if the base 
of the statue could now be recognised, to 
to have ancient texts engraved upon part 


of the stone.

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CONDITION OF CROPS. 


A BAD SEASON. 


—— 


(From our own CORRESPONDENT. ) 
Beyrout, Aogust 24. 

his year has been a rather bad one agri- 
culturally for both Syria and Palestine. The 
average rainfall although good, was yet 80 
untimely that the grain crops did not much 
benefit thereby. Indeed, in Southern Palestine 
they were an utter failure. Gaza, which in good 
years used to export alone, for Egypt and 
Europe; over 30,000 tons, mostly barley, has 
not'this! year wherewith to provide seed corn 
for the next’ crops, and the distress is said to 
be so.great’ that some of the~Bedonin tribes 
have had toemigrate to neighboring districts 
in.quest of living, and the scattering of these 
famished ‘bands naturally addicted to pre- 
datory incursions detetmined sach a state of 
insecurity that the local authorities have been: 
refusing escorts to intending foreign travellers. 
In Jaffa although the dearth is not so marked, 
yet the produce in the way of grain is onlya 
little in excess of the requirements of Jocal: 
consumption. It is hoped, however, that this 
deficiency will be partly compensated by a 
good orange crop which is estimated at a little 
over 800,000 cases. ‘The sanguine estimators 
put the total at about a million. 

In Acre and Caiffa districts the Goddess 
Ceres has been more merciful, and what should 
give an additional impetus to the trade move- 
ment at Caiffa itself is the Hejaaz Railway. 
The Director of the French Railway Company 
at Beyrout has himself confes-ed that not less 
than one third of the grain produce ot Hauran 
and the outlying regions, destined for ultimate 
exportation, is heing wrested from them by 
the Hejaaz Railway. It is alleged on the other 
hand that this has been possible only through 
disloyal competition and that to get round 
the barrier of the authorized tariff the weight 
of the train load has been under declared. A 
rood deal of the general goods, such as apricot 
paste etc. destined for ultimate exportation 
from Damascus, been diverted to Caiffa, where 
the absence of onerous harbour dunes sensibly 
reduces the charges. The same has been ap- 
plying to a part of the imports for Damascus 
which, heretofore, has been coming through 
Beyrout, but which is now being ronted throngh 
Caiffa. Tne trade movement in Beyrout will, 
it is feared, prove this year less active. The 
staple prodact viz. barley, of Homs and Haina, 
is said to be below the average, both in regard 
to quality and quantity. The late rains have 
discolored the grain and rendered much of it 
unfit for malting purposes. But it is hoped that 
the extension to Aleppo will, by tapping that 
partofthe Aleppo district traversed by the, 
line, so increase the transport as to make up for 
the deficiency. A remarkable teature this year 
has been the unusnal lateness of the harvest, 
and arrivals of grain from the interior have 
heen at least a month later than last year. 

As regards the Lebanon the high hopes 
that had been formed on the luxuriant 
growth of the mulberry tree have been 
dashed to the ground jnst at the fast 
moment. A kind of beetle has wrought havoc 
among the silkworms, and old people declare 
having never seen such a scourge in their 
lives. A further disappointment was expéri- 
enced, also at the last moment, in the 
direction of prices which started with top 
figures and then at the full tide of the 
harvest dropped by several piastres per 
oke. The olive crop which also gave such 
a good promise at the outset, is causing 
same disillusion in several quarters, as the 
fruit ripens more and more into final size, 
T'o add to the list of misfortunes another 
little scourge has just beeu announced, in 
the shape of a caterpillar which is said 
to be causing damage to vegetation, such 
as potatees maize ete This, like the beetle 
scourge, 1s also unprecedented in agricultural 
annals in the Lebanon. 

In Lattakia and district the bean crop, 
one of the chief resources of that region is 
said also to be even poorer than that of 
last year. Other grains also point to an 

unsatistactory result, and as much may be 
said of the olive crop in that district. In 
Mersine and district fortunately the tardy 
rains seem to have had a desirable effect, 
and have, indeed, been the saving of the 
grain crops. Oats and barley have lately 
heen shipping in fair quantities and further 
shipments for the Continent and the United 
Kingdom are yet to come. The cotton crop 
promises also gratifying results.

without serioasly exerting itself.

‘possible through fands supplied by ‘private 


generosity. A:périerous: concession was'grant- 
ed to the Museum: authorities by the Egyp- 
tian government, ‘which, “witha libefality: not 
to be fonnd in other ancient lands; has’ grent- 
ed mary hbefties to foreign institutions for 
the purpose of scientific excavation and has 
permitted the exportation of a large shiare 
of sculptures and antiquities yielded by such 
work. 

The labors of the American party are cen- 
tred on thetwo pyramids of Lisht, near the 
southern end of the pyramid field, at a point 
thirty-five miles south of Cairo. Both of these 
date from the Middle Empire, about 2700 B.C., 
the northernmost having been identified as be- 
longing to King Amenemhat! and thesoathern- 
most as that of his son and successor, Usertesen 
1. These two were kings of the twelfth dynasty, 
a time when art lacked a litlle of the vitality 
of earlier sculpture and yet in which some 
splendid works were turned out. The influence 
of Egypt was extended by these two to the 
landson either side, and more and more in- 
formation régarding this influence and the 
accomplishments of the kings of that dynasty 
has been discovered as the picks and spades of 
the workers slowly uncovered the . ruins of the 
pyramid temple of Amenemhat, which was 
ehosen for the first investigation, because a 
French expedition had previonsly excavated at 
the temple of Usertesen. 

This work of unearthing an Egyptian temple 
is rather different from digging a tunnel or a 
city subway in Manhattan, for neither dyna- 
mite nor steam shovel may be ussd to facilitate 
the work. Such energetic methods have to be 
eliminated, as a jar or false blow might shatter 
n treasure which tells whole pages of history 
of an age when the world was still young. And 
so sand drifts and debris must be removed 
with the greatest care in order to preserve 
from demolition those relics which it is the 
object ot the workers to exhume and keep for 
the eyes of future generations, where in 


‘museums and private collections they may 


instruct those students who are putting to- 
gether piecemeal the history of an age which 
in patt has been forgotten and lost 

hus the work cautiously begun has been so 
continued, 7A railroad was built up to the base 
of the pyramid of Amettiemlat and work beguiit 
along'the east side, for it was on the side facing 
the Nile that the temple stood in which the 
worship of the King was perpetuated. The 
work of excavation’ began with'the removal of 
drift sand and'disintegrated limestone, which 
left a hard packed surtace‘of débris. This was 
scattered over the side of the pyramid generally, 
heneath it bemg house walls of brick and other 
remains which proved, from scarabs, beads and 
stnilar matetial found in them, to date from the 
Roman period. After photogtuphs were taken of 
the ‘remains of Roman occupation, the labor 
was continued without interruption until re- 
cently the complete excavation of the pyramid 
temple was' accomplished’ and the priticipal ex- 
ternal: features of the pyramid on the eastern 
side were determined. 

Thus far in the work of clearing back to the 
face of the pyramid itself important material 
has 'been recovered which will make a distinct 
contribution to the‘ history of Egyptian archi 
tecture and art during this period of the Mid- 
dle Empire. From’‘reli¢s found it is probable 
that this temple was réconstructed from an 
earlier one, though the facts and the date ot 
this may be more easily ascertained when the 
excavations have been: carried further along. 
In this temple site, however, has been found 
aconsiderableamount of material from the or- 
nal temple of Amenembat, from which the 
main features of: thé structiute ‘may ‘be: deter- 
mined. There are many interesting fragments 
and complete blocks of painted rélief and of 
inscriptions. One of the scenes on the temple 
depicts Amenemhat receiving the gift of 
the gods. This relief is delicately and most 


‘| beautifully modelled, and in many part has 


its color still freshly preserved. At the rear 
end of the temple two most important sub- 
jects were’ found, ote one a granite temple 
altar, or offering table, and the other offering 
stela of the temple. The stéla is the only 
one of its kind that has been found, and is 
therefore of importance. 

While these excavations and discoveries 
have been going on in the pyramid temple 
considerable work has been carried on in the 
cemetery west of the pyad The tombs 
are proved to be of important twelfth 
dynasty types, both in théir construction 
and in the character in their contents, and 
their excavation has been an important 
factor in the satisfactory result of the yéar. 
Through this work which is now’ going on 


ee the récently ‘established department 


ian art’ of the Museum will be 
enriched by many of the relics from the’

‘The first folio fetched 
the high figare of £8,600, and the third folio 
£650, both being secured by Mr. Quaritch. 
Among the quartos King Lear went for £200, 
and the Rape of Lucrece for £350. Among 
other gems in the New York assemblage were 
the original Kilmarnock Robert Burns, £700, 
the other two of equal excellence are the Lamb 
copy; tow in a private library at*New York, 
which cost £572 5s., and the other in the 
Burns’ Cottage Museum at Ayr, for which the 
trustees paid £1,000. The Caxton Cicero “On 


(ld Age and Friendship,” printed in 1481, 


£600; Foxe’s Book of Martyrs, £80; W. 
Hubbard’s Narrative ofthe Troubles with the 
Indians in New England, £450; the first 
Prayer-book of Edward VI., £100; Purchas 
his Pilgrimes, a superb copy, £170; Sir Walter 
Scott’s Waverley Novels, original editions, 
£300; Sir Philip Sidney’s The Countesse of 
Pembroke’s Arcadia, £315 ; and Izaak Walton’s 
The Compleat Angler, one of the finest of the 
first editions, £1,290 (Quaritch). 

In other sales the First Folio Shakespeare 
went for £680, £2,400, and £135 ; the Second 
Folio, £220, £,230, and £140; the Third 
Folio, £130, £205, £800, and £1,550, a record 
price ; and the Fourth Folio, £72, £86, and 
£80. A rare copy of Shakespeare’s Sonnets 
reached no less than £800. Some manuscripts 
of Burns, including ‘“Seots wha hae wi’ Wallace 
bled,” sold for £355; six autograph MSS., 
with “Hear, Land o’Cakes and brither Scots” 
among them, £365; and five poems and 
letters, “OO, Kenmore’s on and awa’, Willie,” 
“Phe Brigs of Ayr,” £350. 

Selecting a few and most striking of the 
rest of the books of the season, we must 
mention the tollowing :—Goldsmith’s ‘The 
Traveller,” £216 ; the first edition of (tray’s 
“Elegy,” £205 ; the first part of the “Contep- 
tion betwixt the two famous Honses of Yorke 
and Lancaster,” 1594, the foundation play of 
Shakespeare's “Henry VI, Part II., £1,910; 
the doubtful “Arden of Faversham,” £1,210 ; 
“The Three Voyages of Sir Martin Frobisher,” 
£2,680 ; “The White Ship” and a “Sonnet on 
S.T. Coleridge,” £105; Oliver Goldsmith’s 
“The Vicar of Wakefield,’ first edition, £100, 
a number of first editions of Dickens’s works 
fetched good prices, that of “Bleak House” 
realising £99 ; it was a presentation copy to 
his daughters.

La tenue de notre marché aux contrats,pen- 
dant ces derniers sept jours, a été sans con- 
tredit bien meilleure que celle que nous avons 
eue pour les deux ou trois semaines précéden- 
tes ; mais, point regrettable 4 relever, tout ce 
mieux, qui, & un moment donné, avait com- 
mencé peut-étre 4 faire miroiter aux yeux des 
intéressés Villusion d’une réussite, se trouve 

réduit 4 un peu plus d’affaires, griice aux ten- 

tatives de manceuvres spéculatives de quelques 
haussiers, fatigués de rester dans I'oisiveté pen- 
dant. si longtemps. Quant an fond de la sitna- 
tion, il n’a nullement changé, et nous n’en 
voulons pour preuve que le prompt retour a 
stat primitif, dés qu’il a semblé a notre cor-. 
beille quil y avait arrét dans le mouvement de 
hausse des américains. 

Mais, ne nous laissons pas entrainer par nos 

réflexions, et procédons par ordre dans notre 
revue. 

Lia premitre séance, celle tle Samedi, n'a 
rien eu (extraordinaire, la petite avance de 
1/32 enregistrée en cléture ne montrant, aprés 
tont, qu'un peu de fermeté, pour rareté de 
vendeurs pent-étre, mais qui n’en a pas moins 
été considérée comme snffisamment encoura- 
geante pour stimuler quelques détenteurs de 
contrats a entreprendre unemanipulation haus. 
siére, bien entendu. 

Et de fait, pendant les trois matinées qui ont 
suivi, cette fermeté n’a fait que s’accentuer 
pour finir par se résnmer en une hausse de 
5/16 de tallani, ce qui, malgré tout, ne constitue 
pas un résultat a dédaigner ; mais si, pour y 
arriver, il a fallu 4 nos hanssieurs quatre jours 
de cris et defforts, il nous a suffi par contre 
d'une heure de temps pour perdre 7/32, sans 
quwil y ait eu le moindre fait sérienx pouvant 
justifier ce recul si rapide et si sensible. Tel a 
été le cas hier ; mais ce qui a été plus mauvais 
encore, cest qu’aujourd’hni nous avons perdu 
3/32 de plus, revenant, de la sorte, & notre 
point de.départ, soit & la cote de 20 5/16 de 
Vendredi dernier. 

Nous ne voulons pas exagérer la signification 
ou la portée de pareils faits, mais on nous 
concédera, nous l’espérons du moins, qu’ils 
sont loin d’étre lindice d’une situation bonne 
ou saine. Et sans étre doné d’une bonne dose 
d’optimisme irréfléchi, on ne sanrait. guére non 
plus prétendre que le marché se maintient bien, 
car tandis que nous perdons si facilement. toute 
_Vavance, l’Américain, qui nons a tourni le 
prétexte pour la manupulation dont il a été 
question, est resté, lui, gagnant de plus de 20 
points 4 Liverpool. C’est tout dire. 

Notre place souffre d'un mal local, pour 
l’appeler ainsi, et c'est de la question moné- 
taire et tant qa’il n’y aura pas en d’améliora- 
tion réelle de ce cété-l4, toutes les maneuvres 
sont prématurées et vouées & un échee certain, 
d’autant plus que la filature, sous l’influence 
des avis quelle regoit sur notre récolte, con- 
tinue 4 ne nous fourmir aucun appui. 

Certes, elle achéte tout ce qu’on lui offre en 
vieille récolte, mais pour ce qui est de la non- 
velle sa réserve est compléte et en cela elle n’a 
pas tort, car ren ne presse avec les perspectives 
en vue. Elle ne tardera sfirement pas a se mettre 
aux achats, mais dans l’entre-temps, on sera 
aussi fixé sur la récolte, et si celle-ci donne les 
résultats espérés, elle saura régler ses opéra- 
tions de facon 4 pouvoir profiter des circonsfan- 
ces favorables qui se présenteront A elle. 

Lundi prochain, trés probablement |’Alex- 
andria General Produce Association nous 
donnera son résumé pour le mois d’Aofit qni ne 
pourra étre des plus rassurants A en jugerparles 
premi- res réponses qu'elle vient de recevoir de 
lintérieur. Tous ses correspondants sont d’ac- 
cord pour afhrmer que mi les vers, ni les 
brouillards n’ont fait aucun mal jusqu’ici 
et que si nous nen avons pas fini avec cerisque, 
il n’en est pas moins vrai que quelques jours 
de plas du temps qui régne suffiraient pour 
nous assurer la premiére, et peut-ctre méme la 
seconde cueillette dans la Basse-Kgypte.

Du cdté de ?Amérique, comme cela est gé- 
néralement le cas, les nouvelles sont contra- 
dictoires, mais en attendant c’est la fermeté 
qui prédomine. Le point pour le moins curieux 
A relever, est le peu de cas que Liverpool, ou 
pour mieux dire, les maisons sérieuses de la 
dite place font des avis de dégats & la récolte. 
On y raisonne la question et on arrive a la 
conclusion qu’A moins de maux futurs, la ré- 
colte sera quand méme supérieure 4 tous les 
besoins possibles de la consommation.

D’ici a la fin de l’année, 
nos banquiers estiment que nous aurons 
encore a envoyer 6.000.000 de livres sterling 
d'or en Egypte et un montant considérable 
dans l’Amérique du Std, particuli¢rement 
an Brésil. Londres sera capable de faire face 4 
ces demandes, pourvu que les Etats-Unis 
ne viennent pas diminuer ses provisions. 
Liannée derniére, nos expéditions d’or aux 
Ktats-Unis s’élevérent, en septembre, a 
7,171,000 liv. st. Ces chargements, ajoutés 
aux montants adressés au Brésil, 4 l’'Egypte 
et A V’Argentine, nous firent perdre plus 
de 16,000,000 de livres st. d’or dans le 
quatre derniers mois de l'année. Cette de- 
mande était hors de nos moyens et, fort 
heureusement, la Banygue de France vint 3 
notre aide.” 

De tons cdtés on discute sur la crise moné- 
taire et le retentissement éventuel qu’elle 
pourrait avoir sur la prochaine saison. Il y a 
tant de ciiconstances en jeu qu’il est bien 
difficile d’en tirer une conclusion précise. Con- 
tentons-nous de dire que l’horizon s’est un pen 
éclairci et que la réduction du taox privé d’es- 
compte de 4 7/84 43/8 Y% semble démontrer 
qu’on avait exagéré le péril, du moins immé- 
diat. Voici que le Statist assure que |]’Angle- 
terre pourra sufhre aux besoins de la récolte 
égyptienne, mais 4 condition que l’Amérique 
n’entame pas ses ressources. En admettant que 
cette condition sont remplie, il restera a 
pourvoir aux besoins de notre marché financier 
qui a pris depuis deux ou trois ans une exten- 
sion dispoportionnée avec ses moyens.Et c’est 
précisément la question. Est-ce qne les ban- 
ques locales pourront enfin avancer réguliére- 
ment sur les titres et 4 quel taux? La réside le 
no-ud de la question pour l’avenir de nos valeurs.
